Of all the stallions in the early 1700’s, only three survive in 
tail-male line today: The Darley Arabian, Byerly Turk, and 
Godolphin Arabian. And these survive only through three 
others: Eclipse (great-great grandson of the Darley Ara- 
bian), Herod (great-great grandson of the Byerly Turk), 
and Match’em (grandson of the Godolphin Arabian). 


Of the latter trio, Match’em was the oldest, foaled in 1748, 
by Cade out of a daughter of old Partner. Match’em is the 
direct ancestor in tail-male line of America’s great source of 
stamina, Fair Play, sire of Chance Play, Chance Shot, Dis- 
play, Man o’ War and many other sires of stayers. 


Match’em started his turf career in 1753 at the age of five 
years, as was the custom of the time. He was entered 13 
times over six seasons, received a premium once for not 
starting, walked over twice, won eight races, and placed in 
his other two starts. 


His greatest victory came at eight years when he defeated 
Trajan for “The Whip”, symbol of the turf champicnship. 
Match’em had defeated Trajan the previous spring, but there 
was dissatisfaction on the part of Trajan’s owner, Mr. 
Bowles, since his horse had run faster up the “Choak Jade” 
but was unable to maintain the pace because he had been 
— up off grass and had received only one sweating 
work.

In the Match for The Whip at Newmarket, Trajan _ beat 
himself before three miles, though across the flat he was 
leading by six lengths. It was observed that Match’em’s 
jockey John Singleton judged quite right in keeping behind 
Trajan at first, so fretting the fiery one that he got nearly 
all out of him. At the turn of the lands, Match’em made a 
strong run and easily disposed of his adversary. 


According to the American Turf Register of 1830, Match’em 
became an object of the greatest attraction as a stallion, 
standing initially for 5 gs. and subsequently for 50 gs. He 
sired about 354 winners of some 151,000 gs., including the 
following which won 20 or more plates: Critic, Dictator, 
Johnny, Pantaloon, and Pumpkin. 


The classic example of success of an old stallion, Match’em 
sired St. Leger-winner Hollandaise at the age of 27, and 
Oaks-winner Teetotum at 29. He died Feb. 21, 1781, aged 
33 at Bywell, home of his life-long owner, Mr. Fenwick. 


He was described by Taunton in Celebrated Race Horses asa

From Humphrey S. Finney. sharp-eyed president of the Fasig-Tipton Company, 
came telegrams correcting 2 pieces which had been published in The Blood-Horse. 

“Buster was bred by Audley Farm. and was sold by Fasig-Tipton at the first 
Audley dispersal in 1939 to Kenneth N. Gilpin. who sold the colt to John Hay Whitney 
at Saratoga. C. V. Whitney never had Buster; it was J. H. Whitney who gave him to 
the Remount.” said Finney. straightening out the Whitneys on page 322, issue of 
February 4. 

“Would like to correct report on Hialeah sale. page 290.7 said the second 
communique. “Black Emperor was not bought by me. but by Hasty House Farm... . 
Rajputana was bought by agent for Mario Mercardo Jr.. of Puerto Rico, Cannot 
understand where Irving Kirehbaum comes into the picture at all.”

FLORIDA 
Portrait: The Widener Winner 


Miami. The late Joe Palmer once 
rapped the wrists of sentimentalists by 
stating that there is no such thing as a 
horse lover, except another horse. Without 
exposing a vulnerable flank to Palmer’s 
legion of admirers. a group that includes 
this student, something akin to love — cer- 
tainly nothing less than adoration — was 
showered on a herbivorous mammal named 
Nashua on February 18 at a race track 
named Hialeah Park. 

Florida’s largest racing audience in 
history. 42.366. came out for the 19th run- 
ning of the Widener. and there was no 
deubt that they came to see Nashua. 

Though there were 5.084 more persons 
than ever before at Hialeah. the mutuel 
play ($2,783.676) wasn’t increased cor- 
respondingly, indicating a large number 
of non-bettors or “sightseers.” a band that 
usually waits for Flamingo Day when it 
pays more attention to the birds than to 
the horses. 

Nearly 6.000 people. in rows 10 deep. 
gathered around the French walking ring 
after the sixth race to have a position to 
see Nashua saddled prior to the eighth 
race. and they didn’t dare move awav 
to bet the seventh. 
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As the press. radio. and TV buildup 
on the Widener reached a_ crescendo. 
Nashua’s fan mail jumped from an aver- 
age half-dozen letters a day to nearly 2 
dozen daily. Since Christmas he has re- 
ceived more than 500 missives addressed: 
“Nashua. Hialeah. Florida.” 

Nashua got a cheer as he was led into 
the walking ring. and a thundering ova- 
tion as he came out on the track. Four 
hours earlier a perspiring woman, con- 
servatively estimated to be in her 70's. 
strolled into Joe Madala’s lost-and-found 
office and asked where she could get a $2 
ticket. please, on Nashua. “before they 
are all sold out.” 


There Was a Race, Too

Nashua stood for photographers after his victory in the Widener Handicap on 
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around the entire track. Sailor was rated 
behind Alfred Vanderbilt's Find and Hasty 
House Farm’s Sea O Erin. which runs 
best on the lead. Find was put out front 
to cut a sweltering pace designed to wear 
down Nashua and provide the best setting 
for his stablemate. the redoubtable Social 
Outeast. a stretch runner of first rank. 
Nashua was on the outside of Sailor: 
Jim Fitzsimmons had told Eddie Arecaro. 
ene day minus 40 years old. to stay off 
the rail. 

Sea O Erin. winner of the Royal Palm 
and beaten heads in the McLennan with 
the same kind of effort. had enough after 
a mile. and began to come back. but Find 
was running the race of his life. and 
Arearo still had Sailor to contend with. 
Inside the eighth-pole Find was hooked 
by Sailor and Nashua. While Arcaro 
wondered whether Sailor would ever quit, 
he knew well that Social Outcast must be 
leveling now. As they thundered the last 
strides Nashua had Social Outcast to the 
right of him. Sailor to the left. and Find 
still there on the rail. It was a four-horse 


picture. and Nashua. in one last burst, 
alter being put to the test for the full 10 


February 18. The jockey is Eddie Arcaro and the groom is Al Robertson. 
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furlongs. got his head clear of the others. 
From the stands came a whoop. 


Some of us were reminded of the Wood 
Memorial at Jamaica last spring. when 
the fans had made Summer Tan favorite 
over Nashua. The *Heliopolis colt out- 
broke Nashua and paced him all the way 
around the track. Then, just as the phrase. 
“He's beat!” the 
in thousands of throats. it was choked off 
by the sudden realization that somehow 
Nashua had made his last two strides 
bigger than Summer Tan’s and was the 
winner. I do not know whether horses 
are capable of comprehending such things 
as quarter-poles. short poles. and finish

lines. But I know what I saw. Twice now. 

Eric Guerin. who got second on Social 
Outcast, said, “I would have had him in 
another jump.” With all due respect to 
Guerin’s astuteness and his proximity to 
the event in question, one may get an idea 
from a line of verse penned thereafter by 
Jim Dance of the Miami Herald:

The winner carried the orange-witli- 
blue-hoops-on-sleeves colors of Leshe 
Combs II, of Lexington, who represents 
the syndicate which purchased Nashua 
fiom the estate of the late William Wood- 
ward Jr. Other members of the syndicate 
on hand for the Widener were Chris J. 
Devine. John W. Hanes. and Walter J. 
Salmon Jr.. of Mereworth Farm. The 
gentlemen were happy. with only $1.158.. 
600 to go before they “win out.” 


The Foundation of Training 


Since Christmas Nashua has been on 
the track every day. He = started early 
getting daily 2-mile gallops. and the em- 
phasis always seemed to be on stamina 
rather than speed. 

“| haven't trained a horse like this in 
25 years.” said Mr. Fitz. He worked an 
hour at a time with Nashua, which was 
paddocked frequently. worked between 
races. and on Monday before the Widener 
was vanned a dozen miles to Tropical Park 
to work when the Hialeah strip failed to 
dry out quickly after a rain. He went 10 
panels in 2:02 (by Mr. Fitz’s clock) in 
that last work, and Mr. Fitz was able to 
tell Arcaro Saturday, “He’s fit.” 


The 2:02 was the same as the time for 


the Widener. a second away from EF! 
Mono’s record for that distance in the 
1948 Widener. The fractions were not 


spectacular — :2315. :46%5, 1:1044. and 
1:35°5. It wasn’t a race of derring-do 
speed. but more of a hand-to-hand combat 
among the giants. 

“Sure he was tired. If he wasn't. he 
was cheating on me.” said Arearo, who 
should be credited with a brilliant per- 
formance. “He was giving away weight 
and he’s going to be from now on. He 
doesn't have to smother ’em any more like 
he did as a 3-year-old at level weights. He 
was a little rank the first part of it. but 
hell get over that the same way he did 
last year. Remember the Flamingo?” 

Nashua was out on the track at Hialeah 
on Monday for a once-around gallop. He 
was walked Sunday. There was 
question as to whether he showed more 
bloom before the race or after the race. 
He played and frisked all the way around 
Monday. 

Nashua will wait in Florida until the 
Swaps people make their decision. If 
Swaps comes to Miami for the Gulfstream 
Park Handicap on March 17, Nashua will 
stay here to race against him. If Swaps 
does not come. Nashua will go to New

Sizing Up a Champion 


Nashua is deceptive in appearance. as 
the writer discovered when he enlisted 
the assistance of Dr. William S. Miller, 
D. V. M.. and some measuring instruments 
after the running of the Widener. De- 
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spite a prominent crest and prominent 
withers. he is higher behind than in front. 
He stands only a quarter-inch over 16 
hands at the withers, and is 16:2 from the 
point of his rump to the ground. Trainer 
Fitzsimmons says he always has been 
higher behind. 

Dr. Miller. veterinarian at the 3 New 
Jersey tracks. also pointed up Nashua’s 
robust quarters with a 25-inch measure- 
ment from point to point across the hips. 
This is wider than such campaigners as 
Gallant Fox and Exterminator. but less 
than Man War (2715). 

Further. Nashua has an exceptional 39- 
inch measurement from point of hip te 
point of hock and is 2612 inches from 
point of hock te the ground. His 15:3 
bedy is short. in) comparison with his 
height. He has a tremendous girth of 73 
inches at the heart. and a 45-inch chest. 
measured from the left shoulder muscle 
to the right. He has a smallish head. 24 
inches from poll to muzzle. a good width 
of 8 inches between the eyes. and 17 
inches from poll to throatlatch. His neck 
is an average 31 inches. The shoulder 
length is 24 inches. and again attesting to 
his huge chest cavity is a spread of 10 
inches between the fore legs. The latter 
measure 38 inches from elbow to ground. 
and 20 inches from knee to ground. The 
forearm at the elbow is 21 inches in cir- 
cumference, and the width of his front 
hoof is 4°4 inches. 

Nashua compares favorably with the 
available measurements of several other 
champions. and is very refined for a 
horse of his size.

CALIFORNIA 
Return of Swaps 


Los AnGeLeEs. There wasn’t much about 
Friday. February 17. to distinguish it from 
other days at Santa Anita Park. It was a 
mild winter afternoon. there was a bright. 
warm sun overhead, and the track was 
fast. The crowd of 21.500 was only slight- 
ly above normal. 

But there was a tenseness everywhere. 
and about everything. You could feel it 
early in the morning. and it grew as the 
afternoon wore on. The climax came in 
the seventh race. 

In the paddock. Rex Ellsworth leaned 
against the side of a stall. looking even 
more serious than usual. Meshach Tenney 
clearly showed the strain he had been 
under. Mrs. Richard Lunn hurried over to 
Ellsworth. her partner in many Thorough- 
bred enterprises. and said: “I couldn’t 
sleep all night. That’s how worried I 
was about this race.” The groom holding 
the bridle of a golden chestnut colt re- 


marked to a friend passing by, “I’m going 
to be a nervous wreck before this is over.” 

In that particular group, the only one 
that didn’t seem to have a care in the 
world was the colt that everyone was 
worried about. Swaps chewed playfully 
on the leather strap, and stared idly over 
the crowd that had come to stare at him. 
There were some scattered cheers in the 
paddock for him, and these grew into an 
ovation as he walked unconcernedly around 
Santa Anita’s beautiful walking ring. He 
got a warm welcome as he paraded past 
the stands. 

A few moments later fans gave Swaps a 
thundering cheer as he pranced back to 
the winner’s circle after winning his first 
start in 5144 months under the most trying 
of circumstances. 

From many standpoints, it was one of 
Swaps’ finest races. It was a race won 
solely on class. He wasn’t ready for the 
race, yet he carried 127 pounds and beat 
Bobby Brocato by almost 2 lengths. He 
won't be at his best for the Santa Anita 
Handicap. but he'll probably win that. too. 
Swaps is about 6 weeks behind his train- 
ing schedule. 

In spite of Swaps’ long absence from 
the races. his interrupted training sched- 
ule. and his questionable right fore foot, 
the giant colt was good enough to win this 
badly needed conditioner. 

At the start, he seemed to slip on all 4 
feet. and he lurched to his left, bumping 
Traffic Judge hard. Willie Shoemaker 
quickly gathered Swaps’ together, and had 
him in fourth place as the field went 
around the first turn and into the back- 
stretch. 

At the half-mile pole, Guerrero and 
*Ozbeg were fighting it out for the lead

with Bobby Brocato right on their heels. 

Bobby Brocato was the first to move, 
and. as he made his bid on the outside. 
Guerrero and *Ozbeg stayed with him 
briefly. For a fleeting second, all 3 
opened up a little on Swaps. giving you 
the impression that Swaps might be tiring 
already. At that moment, Shoemaker 
decided it was time to move with Swaps. 
and Guerrero and *Ozbeg decided they 
had had enough. 

As they went into the far turn, Swaps 
moved up gradually on the outside of 
Bobby Brocato. First it was a length. 
then a half, then a head, and mid-way 
around the turn for home. Swaps had _ his 
nose in front. 

As the big colt tore into the home 
stretch, the margin grew with each stride. 
Shoemaker flicked him twice with his 
whip. and Swaps lugged over towards the 
rail as he continued to draw away. 
Arrogate made a mild challenge. but no 
one expected him to catch Swaps—least 
of all. not Shoemaker—and in the last 50 
vards. Swaps was being eased. He was 
tired. but his ears were pricked as he 
went under the wire. Jack Shettlesworth 
observed it was the first time horse 
had a breezed a mile and one sixteenth in 
1:43. 

After it was all over, Tenney and Ells- 
worth came up to the press box to answer 
the questions of Turf writers. “I didn’t 
think he was a short horse—I knew it.” 
Tenney said, able to relax at last. “I 
didn’t expect him to run that well.” Ells- 
worth added. 

Both were completely satisfied with 
Swaps showing. considering the cireum- 
stances. and both were confident he would 
improve for the Santa Anita Handicap. 

“Tl give him one of those ‘combination 
works and blowouts’ about Tuesday or 
Wednesday.” Tenney said. “and I guess 
that’s all we'll do with him before the 
Santa Anita Handicap.” 

Both Tenney and Ellsworth said they 
expected a lot more of Like Magic. Swaps’ 
kid brother. than they did of Terrang in 
3-vear-old stakes this season, and events 
of the next day bore them out. 

Terrang went to the post the favorite 
for the $29.750 San Felipe Handicap. last 
step to the Santa Anita Derby. and finish- 
ed third to the longshot Social Climber 
and Count Chic. He didn’t have any real 
excuses. and the San Felipe only served 
to prove that there are no real prospects 
in the 3-year-old ranks out this way this 
vear. The Santa Anita Derby is wide 
open. 

Like Magic fared better. He won his 
race—but it was not too impressive a 
performance. Under punishment, he made 
up about 3 lengths in the stretch to win. 
but it was a completely uninspired and 
perhaps even a_ sluggish performance. 
Like Magic can run a lot better: chances 
are he hasn’t shown us his best race yet.

CUBA 
HBPA to the Rescue 


The Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association this week said it would 
rescue 20 American owners stranded at 
Oriental Park in Havana by severe reduc- 
tions in purse payments. 

The HBPA will fly 50 horses of 14 
different owners to Sunshine Park, near 
Tampa. and will supply cash and feed to 
6 other owners who have elected to. stay 
at the Cuban track. 


To aid those horsemen who were willing 
to stay in Cuba. Oriental Park agreed to 
write off $40.000 which the horsemen owed 
the track for shipping expenses. jockey 
fees. and feed. Harold Gross. chairman 
of Oriental’s finance committee. said he 
realized that horsemen had come to the 
track with the understanding that Oriental 
would underwrite most of the costs of 
transportation and jockeys. 


Irving Gushen. HBPA president. said 
only a few of the stranded horsemen were 
HBPA members. “The HBPA warned 
all horsemen who contacted us concerning 
shipping to Cuba that they were doing so 
at their own risk. We could not advise 
anyone to ship there unless he felt he 
could financially stand what seemed to be 
a certain loss. However. the HBPA is 
primarily a benevolent organization. and 
we feel it is our duty to take care of 
horsemen who are in need. regardless of 
their affiliations.” 


In October, 1955. the Cuban Racing

improvement program at Oriental. 


Company. organization headed by 
Joseph E. Lease, of New York City, an- 
nounced the purchase of Oriental Park. 
The company solicited stall applications 
from American stables, and announced it 


would present a 70-day meeting. main 
feature of which would be a $50,000 
stakes. There would be a $5,000 race 


each Sunday, and each week-day program 
would have a $2.500 feature. The minimum 
purse for American-owned horses would be 
$1.000. 


The company offered to advance. ship- 
ping money to owners. and the money 
would be repaid from winning purses. 
Jockey fees for all horses which finished 
out of the money would be paid by the 
track, 

When the pari-mutuel handle was below 
the expectations, the minimum purse was 
cut to $400. and the agreement to pay the 
jockeys was discarded. Horsemen then 
found themselves unable to draw any 
money from the track, since all winnings 
were being charged against transporta- 
tion and jockey costs. An appeal for help 
to the HBPA was made last week. 


KENTUCKY 


Benevolencies 


The Keeneland Foundation, an educa- 
tional and charitable trust which receives 
its income from racing and sales at Keene- 
land Race Course. last week announced 
grants of $30,000 to the University of 
Kentucky’s Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion and released the details of a $15,600 
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scholarship fund for Kentucky colleges 
and universities. 


Of the grant to the Experiment Station, 
$25.000 will be used to continue a study 
on the role of trace minerals or minor 
elements in crop production and animal 
nutrition and health. The study, now in 
its fourth year. will be continued for 6 
more years. 


The remaining $5.000 will be used to 
continue a study of seminal fluid in 
various breeds of horses. This project 
was begun in 1955. 


Schools which will share in the scholar- 
ship program are the University of Ken- 
tucky. University of Louisville. Eastern 
Kentucky State College. Morehead State 
College. Murray State College. and West- 
ern Kentucky State College. 

The University of Kentucky was given 
$8.000 for 4 4-year scholarships to be 
awarded students who are candidates for 
a degree in agriculture or who are pre- 
veterinary students. 


The University of Louisville received 
$1.600. each of the other colleges $1.200. 
Keeneland will sponsor one 4-year scholar- 
ship in education at each college. Each 
college will administer its own scholar- 
ships.

“LT think a 
bond of some kind should be set.” said 
Judge Joseph M. Harter, of Franklin 
County (Columbus) Court of Common 
Pleas. at preliminary hearing on 
temporary and permanent injunctions on 
January 17 against racing in Ohio. Then 
he proceeded to stagger plaintiff Charles 
P. Masterson. of Cleveland, who for a long 
time has sought to halt track betting in 
the state. and Sophie Borek, also of Cleve- 
land. a party with Masterson in the present 
suit. The judge required that they post 
a $20 million bond. 

The judge reasoned that a temporary 
injunction. if granted. could cost the state 
up to $7 million in revenue and_ that 
punitive damages to the race track might 
run as much as $13 million.

Masterson had been told by the Ohio 
Supreme Court several months ago that 
his avenue in the court was not a writ of 
prohibition in the highest court but an 
ordinary injunction in the lowest. 

He seeks to enjoin the Ohio State Rac- 
ing Commission from issuing licenses to 
conduct. pari-mutuel wagering the 
ground that it violates the “‘anti-lottery” 
clause of the Ohio Constitution. and that 
granting of the same racing days to tracks 
within 30 miles of each other conflicts with 
the Ohio racing statute.

OBITUARY 


James H. Butwell 


James H. Butwell. one of America’s 
leading jockeys from 1909-1922, died on 
February 14 at the Veteran’s Administra- 
tion Hospital. Coral Gables. Fla. 

A native of Grand Rapids, Mich... Mr. 
Butwell began riding in 1904 at a track 
near Denver. Colo. He continued at minor 
tracks until 1909, when he went to New 
York to ride for the stable of James R. 
Keene. His first year in New York he 
rode 153 winners, and among his winners 
were Sweep in the Futurity. Olambala 
in the Saratoga Cup, and Hilarious in the 
Withers. 

Among his later victories were the Bel- 
mont Stakes, with Sweep and *Hourless: 
the Preakness. with Buskin: Saratoga Cup 
and Travers Stakes. with *Omar Khay- 
yam: the Withers Stakes. with Rock View 
and *Hourless; the Washington Handi- 
cap. with Joy Smoke; and 15 stakes with 
Roamer. Other outstanding horses which 
he rode included Peter Pan, Luke Me- 
Luke. The Porter. Billy Kelly. and 
Maskette. 

After serving in the cavalry during 
World War I, Mr. Butwell returned to 
riding in 1920, and that year he had 152 
winners to lead all American jockeys for 
the year. He continued to ride until 1928. 
although he accepted few mounts in his 
last years of riding. From 1907 through 
1928. he rode 1.402 winners. and he was 
the leading American jockey in number 
of wins at the time of his retirement. 


In recent years he had served as patrol 
judge at Rockingham Park, Suffolk 
Downs, and Gulfstream Park, and had 
worked in the racing secretary’s office at 
Tropical Park and Gulfstream Park. 

Survivors include his wife. Mrs. Helen 
Butwell. 


Walter A. Carter 


Walter A. Carter. 72-year-old retired 
trainer. died at his home in Queens 
Village, N. Y.. on February 16. He had 


been ill for about 5 months. 


A native of East Aurora. N. Y.. Mr. 
Carter had been associated with the Thor- 
oughbred business since he was a young 
man. An exercise boy and jockey for 
several years. he turned to training about 
1910. In 1917 he went to Cuba, where 
for 7 years he trained the stable of Andrew 
Fernandez. He returned to the United 
States in 1924, and his clients during the 
next 32 years included H. D. (Curly) 
Brown, George C. Clark. Maj. Albert 
Warner, Samuel D. Riddle. and Emil 
Schwarzhaupt. 

Best horse trained by Mr. Carter was 
War Relic, which beat Whirlaway in the 
1941 Narragansett Special.

CoLtumBia, S. A new factor has 
come into play to help make this year a 
big one for South Carolina’s Thorough- 
bred training colonies. a factor quite 
different from the state’s advertised assets 
of good climate. water. soil, and Clarence 
Buxton’s old “iodine come-on.” 

The helping hand is removed from South 
Carolina by 700 miles of pine trees and 
Stuckey’s pecan stands. Just when the 
rich purses at Miami and elsewhere were 
luring more and more business away from 
the training centers. a rule was put into 
effect by certain Florida tracks. allotting 
stalls to only one 2-vear-old for every 4 
older horses. 

The Columbia Training Stables, Bux- 


ton’s old stand. now in its fifth season 
under the management of Mrs. Tad 


Legere and Dr. Porter Caughman. was 
the principal beneficiary. Last winter 
about 60 of the 200 stalls at the state fair 
grounds were vacant. This winter the 
place is bursting at the seams. and the 
proportion of 2-year-olds is higher than 
ever. 

The managers of the state’s other 2 
Thoroughbred —centers—at Aiken and 
Camden—say the Florida rule has had no 
effect on the average age of their horse 
population. “The making of 2-year-olds in- 
to race horses has always been one of the

several owners. Recent additions have 
boosted an original list of 168 horses at 
Aiken to around 200. The trim. attractive 
Aiken layout can handle 250 horses. 

While all 3 centers can claim their 
share of “name” horses, the 2 most talked 
about horses in the state are stabled in 
the same. neat barn at Camden. That 
barn. on a slope overlooking Mrs. Scott's 
mile training track. is leased by C. V, 
Whitney. whose trainer, Sylvester Veitch. 
has Career Boy and Head Man there. 
Career Boy, the dark brown colt by 
Phalanx out of Swanky. was top-weighted 
with 126 pounds in Frank FE. Kilroe’s 
Experimental Free Handicap. Head Man. 
by Eight Thirty out of Snowfall. was 
pegged at 119 pounds. 

The weather this winter has co-operated 
in making this latest boom a success from 
the training standpoint. The early part 
of the season was colder than usual, but 
Ray Woolfe. who has been at Camden for 
26 years. couldn't recall a day that horses 
couldn't get out. 


The Hirsch Horses 


Many trainers. among them Columbia’s 
Max Hirsch. consider the nippy winter 
weather an advantage. The veteran train- 
er for King Ranch and others first came 


here in 1933 when he discovered that 
South Carolina’s winter weather was 
similar to New  York’s early spring 


climate. making it easy on his horses when 
they shipped north. 
Hirsch, now in his 63rd year in racing.

This 
time the 24-horse string has wintered well 
and the stable is in better shape than last 
winter.

Perhaps the best example of over-all 
improvement is the Irish-bred 3-vear-old 
colt *King’s Charger. by *Roval Charger. 
Beset with a variety of ills in 1955. *Kinge’s 
Charger was turned out on the farm all 
last summer. Brought here in October. 
he was fired and blistered and put into 
training on December 5. He has filled 


out beautifully, and is now a big, well 
developed, powerful colt. 

“He has everything.” says Stephens. 
“Conformation, intelligence, and a good 
cait. If his legs hold up. he should be a 
good one.” that chance. *King’s 
Charger has been nominated for the 
“triple crown” and other major events. 

Two other promising 3-vear-olds which 
have been undergoing medication — this 
winter are *St. Amour IL and Irish Love, 
*St. Amour II, bought from the Aga 
Khan's consignment at Saratoga. by 
Palestine out of Lady Dushka. Irish Love. 
a colt by *Shannon I[—Amour Amour, 
was a purchase from Maine Chance Farm, 
Both started 3 times last vear. but were 
venerally unsound, 

One of Stephens’ pets is a 3-year-old 
filly named Navy Doll (War Admiral—- 
Miss Brief). From a family of stakes 
winners. Navy Doll has been kept away 
from the races by a deformed foot. The

Among them 
are Varga (br. c.. *Royal Gem I1—Brown 
Brocade). French Foil (b. c.. Blue Swords 
—Blues Singer). Simon the Bold (b. e.. 
Prince Simon—Boldness). Lead Story (gr. 
f.. Mighty Story—Best Blister). and Clem 
(for Clem McCarthy). a colt by *Shannon 
Impulsive. 


Stephens has several horses in Florida 
with his older brother. Woody Stephens. 
One is *Prince Morvi. the Australian 
champion that Bill put right into  train- 
ing here in October after a record-break- 
ing 16.700-mile flight. The Rand horses 
leave for New York on Mareh 22. 


Guggenheim, Deherty 


Back in Columbia after an absence of 
several years is Harry Guggenheim’s Cain 
Hoy Stable—at least. Cain Hoy’s 17 2- 
year-olds are here under assistant trainer 
Frank Coltiletti, the former jockey. Head 
trainer Lloyd Gentry has 17 older horses 
in Florida. 


Coltiletti “can’t tell one from the other” 
at this stage of the training program. He 
did mention 4 as “well bred:” One Eve 
King. a colt by *Nasrullah out of Siama; 
Raising Cain, *Turn-to’s half-brother. by 
Sayajirao—*Source Sucree; Nile Lily. a 
filly by Roman—Azalea; and Jota Jota.

Trainer Robert N. Blackburn has for 


his principal client Lou P. Doherty. owner 
of the Stallion Station at Lexington. 
Doherty formed a syndicate last year that 
bought most of the horses of Herbert M. 
Woolf. of Kansas City. 


The 11 yearlings included in this pur- 
chase are now 2-year-olds. and they make 
up the bulk of Blackburn’s 18-horse stable. 
They were not resold with the Woolf 
mares and weanlings at Keeneland in 
December. Doherty sent them to Black- 
burn to begin training. They now are up 
for sale as horses ready to race. Black- 
burn has turned down most offers to date 
in order to train them further and get a 
hetter idea of their real value. 


Biackburn has concentrated on  break- 
ing young horses during his 25 years as a 
trainer. and he feels that he has developed 
a pretty good eye for future class.

somewhat like the club foot of Assault. 
Hirsch. who trained Assault, is high on 
the colt. and Blackburn says he has all the 
earmarks of a good one. The foot has 
improved considerably. Warsick Lad _ is 
owned by Doherty and Palmer Hughes. 


Doherty’s 3-year-old_ filly Scampering 
(*Rustom Sirdar-Scamper) is nominated 
for the Delaware Oaks. She won 2 races 
last year. and looked stronger in the fall. 
She has wintered exceptionally well. 


The Independents 


Three other trainers on the lot don’t 
have to answer to anyone if their horses 
don’t run exactly as they are supposed to. 
Sidney Bernstein. Angelo Cilio. and Wil- 
liam Hannon own their own horses. 


Bernstein, who races almost exclusively 
in New England. returned here this winter 
after spending 4 seasons at Clover. S. C. 
He has 15 horses. 14 of which belong to 
him. All are 3 or over. and all are win- 
ners. They include the 4-year-old filly 
Lovely Dice: The Claw. a 4-year-old colt: 
Flying Jib. now 6: and Luna Park. a 5- 
year-old gelding. 


Bernstein keeps his horses going through 
the 9-month New England season. and he 
is a strong believer in the value of resting 
them in the winter. His stable will be 
one of the first to leave here, departing in 


late February to catch the opening pro- 
gram at Lincoln Downs on March 3. 


Cilio has 6 horses left here. Three others 
have moved on to Florida. including 
Mark’s Rickey. the 3-year-old chestnut 
colt which won the recent Summer Skies 
Purse at Hialeah. Cilio, a native of 
Argentina, was wintering here for the 
first time. He calls Mark’s Rickey an 
honest horse. and expects him to be the 
best he’s had in nearly 30 years of train- 
ing. He is undecided whether to keep 
him in Florida for the Flamingo Stakes 
or to ship him to New Orleans for the 
Louisiana Derby. 


The only other trainer here is R. Dun- 
can. who has 9 horses for Philip Godfrey 
of New York. 


Most of the stables here are expected 
to enter horses in the fifth annual running 
of the Palmetto Trials. scheduled for 
March 10. A touch of levity is added to 
the program by a mule race. The spon- 
soring Columbia Junior League ‘sells” 
the mules. and they run under the name 
of the buyer.

CALUMET FARM 


Paul Ebelhardt. manager of Calumet 
Farm, is a believer in the “natural” food 
of the horse—grass and hay. Calumet 
horses get oats in quantity. but Ebel- 
hardt considers the grain a supplement to. 
no substitute for. hay and grass. 

“T think possibly the most important 
part of our feeding program is our pasture 
program.” he said. Calumet pastures are 
rested regularly, are never used for longer 
than 60 successive days. and Ebelhardt 
believes this regular rest is the most 
important part of any good pasture. pro- 
gram. He also likes to use cattle to 
fertilize horse pastures. and a of 
feeder cattle is grazed at Calumet through 
the spring. summer. and fall. He = said. 
“Another advantage. not often mentioned, 
is that the cattle tramp the field and blue 
erass thrives on firm land.” 


Sucklings 


A foal usually begins to nibble from his 
dam’s feed box when he is about 6 weeks 
old. Ebelhardt said this was an average. 
which could vary 30 days without being 
unusual. During his early months the foal 
does not get a specific ration. The mare 
is tied before each feeding. and the foal is 
allowed to eat as much, or as little. as he 
wants. By weaning time his daily average

is about 4 quarts of whole oats and a 
little bran. 


All horses at Calumet are fed whole 
oats. “It seems to me that you can’t help 
but lose some of the natural food value 
of the oats if you crush them.” Ebelhardt 
said. “Also the digestive juices of a 
stomach are kept more active when whole 
erain is used.” 


Weanlings and Yearlings 


Several years ago Calumet changed from 
2 to 3 feedings a day for weanlings and 
yearlings. Ebelhardt said he hoped by 
this to get the young horses to “clean 
up” at each feeding. and he is pleased 
with the results. He also feels that the 
3 feedings offer the advantage of 2 night 
meals. “A horse will eat) better. 
and he will digest his food much better 
when it is quiet. You can see plenty of 
examples of this at the race track. A lot 
of horses which won't eat much food dur- 
ing the day will eat well at night. With 
our new schedule weanlings year- 
lings are fed at 2 p. m.. 10 p. m.. and 4 
a. m. I especially like that 4 a. m. feed- 
ing because it allows the horse time to 
digest his food before he is turned out 
to pasture in the morning.” 


To encourage appetite. sweet feed, at a 
ratio of 1 part sweet feed to 5 parts oats, 


No pasture is used for longer than 


60 consecutive days. Cattle, in addition to being part of the fertilization plan, 
help pack the ground for bluegrass, which does better on firm ground. 
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Pavut EBELHARDT 


is included in the weanling’s diet until 
January 1. Usually all of the weanlings 
are eating well by then, and the sweet feed 
is discontinued. because Ebelhardt believes 
that sweet feed is not too necessary to 
good horse nutrition. 

The oats ration of a yearling increases 
from about 6 quarts at the first of the 
year to about 10 quarts in mid-summer. It 
never exceeds 10 quarts, and some of the 
yearlings don’t get that much. Ebelhardt 
said. “Since we don’t sell at auction, we 
try to prevent any of our yearlings from 
getting fat. Of course. you always have 
a few yearlings who have a lot of flesh 
no matter how little grain they get, but 
you can control them fairly well by cutting 
the grain.” 

Ebelhardt likes to get his oats and hay 
from northern states. “They don’t have a 
chance to abuse the soil there. I think 
soil must have a lot of rest if it is to 
produce quality crops. and the severe 
winters in the North force the farmers 
to give their soil enough rest.”” Whenever 
possible Calumet buys oats which weigh 
45 pounds to the bushel. 

Fresh hay is kept before the yearlings 
at all times. Ebelhardt prefers hay high 
in clover. but he is willing to settle for 70 
per cent clover and 30 per cent timothy 
when he can't get a higher percentage. A 
small amount of alfalfa is fed 3 times 
weekly. “I don’t think alfalfa should be 
used as a steady diet.” Ebelhardt said. 
“It's much richer than other hay. and a 
horse can get too much rich food. just as 
a person can get too much rich food.” 

When the yearlings are put in training 
on July 1. they are kept in the barn each 
day until late afternoon. then turned out 
until early the next morning. Only 2 
feedings a day—in early morning and 
early afternoon—are given while the year- 
lings are running out at night. When 
cooler weather returns, they are kept in 
the barn at night and turned out after the 
morning workout. They then are fed at 
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Paul Ebelhardt, manager of Calumet Farm, says pasture care is “the most

The grain ration for stallions—from 
one to 10 quarts—varies much more than 
for any other group. Ebelhardt said. “A 
stallion can’t be fat if he is to do his job 
well. and for that reason some of our 
stallions never get much grain.” 

From fall until spring the stallions are 
in at night out during the day. They 
are fed at 4 a. m. and 2 p. m. (During 
the colder months all horses on the farm 
are fed at 4 a. m.) In the summer and 
early fall. when the stallions are outside 
at night, the feedings are changed to late 
morning and late afternoon. 

A stallion tonie is added to the feed

Arthur Boyd Hancock's Claiborne Farm. 
Paris. 

Wrote Palmer: “If Mr. Hancock has 
any secrets. he does not keep them in his 
feedbox. He feeds oats. a little bran. and 
hay. mostly clover. It's) pretty near as 
simple as that.” 

Mr. Hancock now has given up the 
management of Claiborne to his son. A. 
B. Haneock Jr.. who. while he is open to 
change and improvement in nearly all 
things. still has not seen fit to tamper 
very much with his father’s feedbox. The 
Claiborne formula. still is oats. a_ little 
bran. and hay. mostly clover. The only 
additions are a little sweet feed. a little 
corn. and some vitamin complexes. 

The chief supervisor of  Claiborne’s 
feeding program is Col. Floyd C. Sager.

The Stallions 


During the spring and summer. stallions 
at Claiborne spend 8 hours a day in the 
barn and 16 hours in their paddocks. They 
are turned out at 3 o'clock in the after- 


noon. taken up again about 7 o'clock the 


In the winter and late fall 
taken up at 


next morning. 
they are put out at 7 a. m., 
3:30 p. m. 

Because some horses, like some people, 
can eat more than others, the size of the 
ration is adjusted accordingly. If he 
were forced to a generality, Colonel Sager 
would specify about 14 quarts of grain a 
day—one part wheat bran to 8 parts crush- 
ed oats. The quantity, of course. is 
governed by condition. 

Stallions are given all the hay they 
will eat. Claiborne prefers a mixture of 
timothy and light clover. with the clover 
not exceeding 50 per cent of the volume. 

“IT notice they eat all the clover first. 
and if anything is left it is the woody 
timothy.” Colonel Sager said. 

During the breeding season. the grain 
ration is increased. the quantity again 
depending upon the animal, and the hay 
has a little higher clover content. 

“The whole feeding program is continu- 
give and take.” the Colonel said. 
“Some stallions need all the feed you can 
force into them—and then there is one 
like *Nasrullah. who would eat until he 
busted himself. and you have to hold a 
horse like that back.” 

Each day the stallions are given a little 
Chevinal. a product of the U. S. Vitamin 
Corporation. and vitamin-B complex. Once 
a day 3 ounces—2 ounces of Chevinal and 
one of the vitamin-B—is poured over the

This usually makes treatment unnecessary 
during the busy breeding season. 

“If we should have a bad horse.” the 
Colonel said. “we give him a therapeutic 
treatment. More than half of the tests 
were negative this vear.” 


The Broodmares 


September to November. 


Mares in foal are kept on a diet of 
about 8 quarts of grain a day—one part 
bran to 8 parts whole oats. In the case 
of old mares. poor doers. and mares which 
have just produced foals. crushed oats are 
used. Poor eaters also get a little sweet 
feed. 

The hay is the same as that for stallions 
—clover and timothy. When a mare goes 
into the foaling barn. the grain ration is 
decreased. and the hay is increased. And 
here again Claiborne likes to step up the 
clover content of the hay. 

After foaling, mares are on a diet of 
crushed oats and sweet feed. mixed one 
part sweet feed to 3 parts crushed oats. 
and the quantity of grain is increased to 
about 12 quarts a day. (The chief in- 
eredients of the sweet feed are corn. oats. 
and molasses. The principal duty of the 
molasses is to keep the bowels loose and 
to aid the flow of milk.) Sweet feed is 
kept in the diet until spring. when the 
mares go back on the old ration of bran 
and whole oats. 
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attempt is made to hold barren’ mares 
under 4 quarts of grain a day. but here 
again the quantity varies with the condi- 
tion of the mare. 

“We do not like fat barren mares.” 
Mr. Hancock. 

Mares as a rule get no supplements, 
and if they require any it is not as a steady 
diet. “The only time we use supplements 
is for treatment. and today we don’t have 
any mares on treatment.” the Colonel said. 

During the winter the mares are turned 
out at 8 a.m. and gathered up at 3 p.m. 
During the spring and summer they are 
turned out at 3 p. m.. taken up at 7 a. 
m.

Barren mares. during the early breed- 
ing season, are outside each day only 
long enough to allow them a run. In the 
spring they are in only long enough to 
tease. and in the summer they are out all 
the time. 


Weanlings, Yearlings 


From the day of his foaling until the 
weather is warm and the grass is good. 
each foal is given 15 drops a day of 
haliver oil and Visterol. supplements rich 
in vitamins A and D. 

Claiborne begins preparing feed for the 
earliest foals in early spring. The mare is 
tied up. and a quart of her grain mixture 
and a cup of Calf Manna (about 4 ounces) 
is put down for the foal each day. When 
the weather is pleasant and the foals are 
out all night. they are fed from creeps, 
which are cleaned out once each day so 
that it can be seen how much the foals are 
eating. 

Most of the weaning is done in Septem- 
ber. after which the youngsters are eating 
about 2 quarts of grain 3 times a day. 


At this time the weanlings are getting 
crushed oats, sweet feed. and Calf Manna. 
The weanlings which will spend the winter 
at Claiborne are started on 2 ounces a 
day of Chevinal as soon as eating habits 
are straightened out. 


Colonel added one word of 
caution here: “Before weaning it is very 
important that the foals be eating well. 
This vear we weaned 127 foals. and all 
of them ate all of their grain the first 
night.” 


Sager 


From December to springtime, the year- 
lings are fed a little corn on the cob. 
“Mavbe one big ear with each evening 
feeding.” Colonel Sager said. During this 
period of the yearlings also are getting 
about 4 pounds of alfalfa a day in addition 
to the grain and regular hay ration. Colonel 
Sager likes a little alfalfa for young horses 
during the winter because. in addition to 
being good for the kidneys. it is “a good 
substitute for grass.” 


The yearlings are given all the hay they 
can eat. most of it 90 per cent clover. 
They are fed from a floor manger so that 
they won't take in so much dust and will 
have better nasal drainage.

Record Set Straight 


I note an error which merits correction 
in the article “Twilight of a Powerful 
Male Line” in the February 4 issue of The 
Blood-Horse, stating that Lantados, the 
sire of Rey El Rio, had been a U. S. 
Remount Service. stallion. 

I have noticed this mistake several times 
in the past, notably, I believe, in’ the 
American Racing Manual. This is a mis- 
take and far from the facts. as the Re- 
mount Service had never owned Lantados 
or any of his ancestry. 


Lantados was a brown horse foaled in 
1918 at the famous Baldwin Ranch, Santa 
Anita, California. In October 1921, Anita 
M. Baldwin sent some colts and_ fillies 
from the Baldwin Ranch to the Lexington, 
Kentucky, sales, and Lantados, a 3-year- 
old maiden, which never had been trained, 
was bought by Mart J. Barrons, Kansas 
City. Missouri, and turned over to Jim 
Curl to train. 


As a 4-year-old he won his maiden race 
in sensational style at Tijuana, Mexico. 
He also beat Motor Cop easily in a match 
race. Jim Curl contended that .. . Lanta- 
dos was the fastest horse he had ever 
handled. Lantados died the property of 
Mr. Barrons in December. 1932, on the 
farm operated by Barrons and known as 
the Kiger Estate near Independence, 
Missouri. ...

Penicillin Allergy 


lhe first penicillin used to treat horses 
was suspended in oil, and many  veterin- 
arians complained of adverse reactions. 
With the introduction several years ago 
of penicillin in an aqueous solution this 
drawback in most cases was taken care of. 
In the February 1 issue of the JouRNAL OF 
THE AMERICAN VETERINARY Mepicat As- 
sociaTION, Dr. D. C. Maplesden, Dr. J. F. 
Cote, and Dr. D. Mitchell, all of the 
Department of Medicine and Surgery. 
Ontario Veterinary College, reported an 
allergy to penicillin in a Thoroughbred 
yearling they had treated. Their report: 


On April 25. 1955. we were called to 
see a male Thoroughbred yearling. The 
rectal temperature was 102.5 F.. the heart 
rate. 40. He appeared normal except for 
a small. deep puncture wound. apparent- 
ly present for several days. on his neck 
just dorsal to the jugular furrow. The 
wound was cleaned and_ disinfected. 
Tetanus antitoxin was injected subcutane- 
ously and penicillin G procaine in aque- 
ous suspension was administered intra- 
muscularly. 

On April 26 at 4 p. m. the temperature 
102.8 F., the heart rate 40, and

anorexia (lack of appetite). hyperesthesia 
(greatly increased sensibility). and_ stiff- 
ness were exhibited. Again 1,500,000 
international units of aqueous penicillin 
was injected intramuscularly. The follow- 
ing morning his temperature was 103.0 F., 
and his heart and respiratory rates normal. 
Tetanus antitoxin (20,000 units) was ad- 
ministered subcutaneously and aqueous 
penicillin (3 million international units) 
was injected intramuscularly. 

On the afternoon of April 28, the colt 
was showing urticarial-type lesions over 
the whole body down to the knees and 
hocks. The lesions consisted of small 
papules vimilar to those which some horse- 
men describe as “hives.” Swellings were 
evident at the sites of the tetanus antitoxin 
and aqueous penicillin injections. Pyro- 
histine [a trademarked product of the 
Pitman-More Company]. 250 mg.. was in- 
jected subcutaneously. The next day 
there was no change in the appearance of 
the urticarial reaction although a further 
swelling was noticed in the left gluteal 


region (buttocks) where the aqueous 
penicillin had been injected. Cortisone. 


0.5 gram. was injected intramuscularly. 
On April 30 there was still a tenderness 
over the left gluteal region, but the urticar- 


ial reaction had almost disappeared. On 
May 10 the scrotum was infiltrated with 
procaine hydrochloride and the animal 
was castrated. It appeared normal at this 
time. 


On May 17 the scrotum and sheath were 
markedly swollen. Drainage was estab- 
lished and exercise advised, Aqueous 
penicillin (3 million international units) 
was injected intramuscularly. 


Two days later the colt had again 
developed a urticaria] reaction similar to 
that previously described. His tempera- 
ture, pulse, and respiration were normal. 
Cortisone, 0.5 gram, was given intra- 
muscuarly. Without further treatment, the 
lesions disappeared over a period of 3 to 
4 days and no further attacks occurred. . 


Summary. A yearling colt suffered an 
allergic reaction on 2 different occasions 
after the intramuscular injection of an 
aqueous suspension of penicillin G_ pro- 


caine. Scratch tests for procaine. peni- 
cillin, and the disinfectant used were 
inconclusive.
